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Farm Crops in Nineteenth Century Vignettes - Part 3 

by Bob Hohertz 


In this issue we'll continue with vignettes of women with wheat. The first one to note was already discussed to some extent 
in TCC 89. If you don't have this issue, it can be found (in color) archived on our website, www.ascheckcollectors.org. The 
vignette features a Native American woman and Ceres or Agriculture, with the latter showing the former the benefits of an 
agrarian life as opposed to hunting and gathering. This was a rather simplistic and patronizing view, but it was discussed in 
the issue mentioned and will not be pursued here except to the extent of pointing out that the vignette contains wheat cradled 
in Ceres' left arm. An example is shown on the cover of this issue and, larger, on page 2. 

Another popular depiction of a Ceres-like figure shows her, complete with small scythe, sheaves of wheat and a garland of 
flowers in her hair, dipping her foot in the water. A straw hat lies on the riverbank, and sheaves of wheat are oddly positioned 
behind her left arm. 



These two drafts used at Kit Carson, Colorado in 1873 and 1872, respectively, illustrate the vignette in question. 

Although the top draft shown was used after the one below it had to have been printed first, as the Type C revenue imprint 
was available from the American Phototype Company from early 1870 to late 1871, while the Type D imprint on the one 
below was first provided in early 1872. 

Both instruments were printed by L.H. Biglow & Company of 13 William Street, New York. One would think that the 
version of the vignette would be the same for both, but it is not, and the difference appears to be too great to be a function of 
different cliches furnished to print the drafts three to six up. 
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The two vignettes are shown a bit larger here, with an even closer look at a section of each.

Note that there is more modeling in the ankle and foot in the original version, and more detail in the water and the riverbank. 
Careful comparison of the two by overlaying on on another shows that the one used later is not simply a cleaned-up version 
of the one used before. Quite possibly the first plate became damaged or otherwise unsatisfactory, and Biglow ordered a 
replacement. 

Still other vershions can be found used by other printers.

The vignettes on the preceding three drafts and check in detail. None are identical, and none are the same as either of the two 
shown earlier. One quick place to note differences is in the sizes and positions of the scythes lying on the straw hats. 

On checks in my collection, there are a number of vignettes of a woman with wheat that do not appear to have been widely 
copied. One appears as early as 1857.

This figure obviously represents a goddess, with her scythe, flowered tiara and cornucopia. Probably Ceres, with whom we 
have been dealing in the last two issues, or perhaps the Roman deity Abundantia. There is something awkward about the 
figure when compared to those shown above. The check was printed by Moss & Brother, Philadelphia.

Another Ceres-figure, complete with scythe and wheat. An RN H3 imprint pays the tax on this 
draft. The beehive in the small vignette at bottom signifies industrious productivity. 

The figure at upper left appears to be leaning on cotton bales, and there are cotton plants to the 
far left. We will progress to that crop sometime later in this series. 


The draft below exhibits yet another rendition of Ceres, in this case holding up a barrel with the 
amount of the check written in it, along with her scythe and a sheaf of wheat. Multi-tasking, indeed! 
She is also resting on another circle containing the check number. 

The imprint on this Michigan Central Railroad Company merchant's draft is a C design printed in a 
very light brown. Other copies I have seen, including another in my collection, show traces of 
orange, as if the ink had been changed to brown without cleaning the press or the ink container. 
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There is something quite graceful about the figure included 
on the draft above and the similar one on the cover. No 
surprise, they were printed by the American Bank Note 
Company. The figure does not have a scythe or garland in 
her hair, so she is probably meant to portray a mere mortal, 
tired from her afternoon work and resting for a moment. 


The other vignettes are an eagle on a shield and a train - the state, transport and agriculture 
all on one draft. The imprint on the one on the cover is a D1, and on this one is an E5, with 
"GOOD ONLY FOR SIGHT DRAFT." in two lines at the base. 


The vignette on the Germania Mills check also appears not to be Ceres, though it may be 
meant to bring a thought of her to the back of the mind. However, Germania Mills were 
manufacturers of items such as "Chinchillas, Overcoatings, Kerseys, Suitings, Worsteds and 
Broadcloths", not millers of grain, so wheat would appear to be irrelevant to them. One 
wonders why they used this vignette?

Here is an interesting Maymont, Saskatchewan make-over check from the Maymont Curling Club. It has a 192_ printed 
date, and an embossed red two-cent revenue. A regular one-cent Canadian postage stamp was added when the check was 
used in March of 1940. 

Canada was the first of twenty-seven British colonies and dominions to issue War Tax stamps to aid Great Britain during 
World War I. They were first used in March of 1915. The act was repealed in July of 1926. 

Evidently the Maymont Curling Club had a supply of these checks from the 1920's as late as 1940. When they used them the 
war tax imprint was no longer good, so they needed to add another stamp. By then their account was at the Imperial Bank of 
Canada rather than the Royal Bank of Canada, so the check was altered accordingly.

The Water & Water Pumping Industry 

Water was critical not only for sustaining human life of the booming population, but also as an instrumental input for a number of mining operations, as 
well as the railroad steam engines. As mine shafts got deeper and flooding was encountered, water pumping was necessary to continue mining operations.

This company was formed to bring an adequate water supply to the growing population of miners in the Virginia City and Gold Hill area.

The Lumber Industry 

The lumber industry was a vital part of the early Nevada economy. Lumber was essential to a number of endeavors, including fire wood, shoring up mine 
shafts to prevent cave-ins, providing railroad ties and lumber for bridges and trestles, and building homes and other buildings for the booming population. 


Carson & Tahoe Lumber and Fluming Company 

The Carson and Tahoe Lumber and Fluming Company was organized in 1873 with Duane L. Bliss as president and general manger and H. M. Yerington, D. 

O. Mills and J. A. Rigby as stockholders. It was probably the largest and most extensive lumber operation serving the Comstock. At its peak, holdings 
included 50,000 acres of timber at Lake Tahoe, three mills at Glenbrook, two steamers, two logging railroads, logging camps, and a narrow gauge railroad. It 
operated several flumes to transport lumber down the mountain to the railroad depots, and also maintained a box factory in Carson City. A large portion of 
the company records were destroyed in the San Francisco fire of1906. Payroll records indicate laborers at this company earned $1.92 per day in 1878.

Henry Marvin Yerington (1828 -1910) 

Henry Marvin Yerington was bom in Colbome, Canada, in 1828. At Port Stanley, Canada, he married Susan B. Hume, a member of the family of the noted 
historian Hume. He came to Carson City, Nevada, in 1863 and became associated with D. O. Mills, William Sharon and William C. Ralston. He was actively 
involved in mining lumbering, railroads, and land development in Nevada and California until his death in 1910. He is reported to have been president of 
sixteen different companies at one time and actively involved in forty. Yerington was a leader in the Republican Party in Nevada and very influential in 
state politics. He is probably best known as the general superintendent and vice-president of the Virginia and Truckee Railroad. As a construction 
superintendent and president of the Carson and Colorado Railroad, he had the honor of driving the first and last spikes. When his wife died in May of1874, 
her funeral was described as the largest ever known in Carson City.

Duane Leroy Bliss (1833 - 1907) [SEE CHECK ON PREVIOUS PAGE] 

Duane Leroy Bliss left Savoy, Massachusetts, at age 16 for California. In Panama he contracted "Chagres Fever" and was nursed for 6 months, until well 
enough to continue the voyage. He arrived in San Francisco in 1850. He worked a small claim near Marysville, California, until 1860, when he moved to 
Gold Hill, where he managed a quartz mill and became a partner in a banking firm. D. L. Bliss, H. M. Yerington and D. O. Mills formed Yerington, Bliss & 
Co. in 1871, and began buying timber land in the Tahoe region. Bliss, Yerington, Mills, and fames A. Rigby formed The Carson and Tahoe Lumber and 
Pluming Company in 1873. It is ironic that California's D. L. Bliss State Park is named for one of the 19th century lumber barons that nearly chopped down 
every tree at Lake Tahoe.

John W. Haynie (1836 - April 8, 1897) 

Captain John W. Haynie was associated with H. M. Yerington in several business enterprises dealing with land and lumber in the later part of the 19th 
century, including Yerington and Co.,J. W. Haynie and Co., Genoa Flume Co., the El Dorado Wood and Flume Co. and the Bodie Wood and Lumber Co. 
Apparently, Captain Haynie acted as Yerington’s agent to report on their various business activities. Haynie served with the 10th Ohio Cavalry during the 
Civil war. He owned property in Carson City, where he resided. 
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Markleeville Flume Company 

The Markleeville Flume Company was incorporated in Nevada in 1873 with J. R. Johnson, George Spratt and H. M. Yerington as trustees and Yerington also 
serving as president. The company was engaged in cutting and fluming wood on land in Alpine County, California. The land, originally owned by George 
and Christopher Spratt and William Larkin was situated about three miles west of the town of Markleeville, California on Hutchinson Creek. In March 1875, 
the Spratt brothers transferred their stock in the company to H. M. Yerington and on September of that year, all property, land and water rights of the 
Markleeville Flume Company were deeded to the El Dorado Wood and Flume Company.

Pacific Wood, Lumber & Flume Company 


The Pacific Wood, Lumber and Flume Company was incorporated in January 1875for the purpose of cutting lumber and manufacturing fluming. The 
founding trustees include James G. Fair, vice president, and John W. Mackey. The office was in Virginia City. In 1875 the company constructed a flume from 
near Huffacker's Mill, north Lake Tahoe, to the junction of Hunters Creek and the Truckee River, four miles west of Reno. In May 1875 the company agreed to 
transport timber, lumber and wood for the Virginia & Truckee Railroad.

Parker & Tobey was a lumber business owned by Hubbard G. Parker, bom in New Hampshire in 1830, and W. D. Tobey, bom in Massachusetts in 1842. 
Parker & Tobey sold wood to the Virginia & Truckee Railroad. Parker holds a patent for improving flumes for conveying timber.

Sierra Nevada Wood & Lumber 

This company was started in 1878 by Walter Scott Hobart as owner and John Bear Overton as general manager. It operated at Mill Creek, near Sand Harbor 
and Crystal Bay at Lake Tahoe. The steamer "Niagara" towed log rafts from company land at the south end of Lake Tahoe to Sand Harbor. Logs were taken 
to a sawmill on Mill Creek. Lumber and cordwood were started toward Virginia City via an incline tramway 4,000feet long and rising 1,400feet up the 
mountainside where the material was transferred to water flumes and transported to Lakeview just north of Carson City. The tramway was described as"the 
Great Incline of the Sierra Nevada," and the town at its base became Incline Village. 



John Bear Overton (April 13, 1824 - ?) 

J. B. Overton was bom in Allegany County, New York. In 1849 he joined the argonauts bound for California, sailing on the Griffin from New York around 
Cape Horn to San Francisco. In 1871 he came to Virginia City to take charge of the Virginia and Gold Hill Water Company. 15 
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Yerington and Company 

Henry Marvin Yerington and Captain John W. Haynie were the principal partners of Yerington and Co. In 1869, the company constructed one of the earliest 
“V” flumes in the Sierra, located in Kings Canyon, two miles west of Carson City, Nevada. Operation of the flume and also of a sawmill at nearby Ash Canyon 
were the company's major actimties. According to the Nevada Surveyor-General’s report of1869-1870, Yerington and Co. hauled 30,000 cords of wood 
between December 1870 and January 1872.

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The Railroad Industry 

When a booming economy needs a commerce transportation system, the options are ships/hoats, railroads, and highways. In the rugged Nevada geography 
the railroad was the backbone of transportation. The Central Pacific Railroad (later the Union Pacific) was on its way East to connect the trans-continental 
railroad in Utah in 1868, but in the major mining areas of northern Nevada, the Virginia & Truckee Railroad was a key transportation link. 


Virginia & Truckee Railroad Company 

The Virginia & Truckee Railroad Company was established on March 2, 1868. Ground was broken on the Virginia and Truckee Railroad on February 19, 
1869, and eight months thereafter, the most difficult section from Virginia City to Carson City was completed in 1870. Rails were extended north across the 
Washoe valley, from Carson City to Reno in 1872, where it connects with the Central Pacific. Between Virginia City and Carson City, at Mound House, the 
railroad also connects with the Carson and Colorado Railroad.

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Document Printers 

Only two document printers in Nevada are represented in this exhibit, Enterprise Steam Print of Virginia City and Fred Boegle of Virginia City. Fred Boegle was 
born in Baden in 1842. Many of the documents in this exhibit were printed in San Francisco, although a few were printed in New York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
Topeka and Portland, OR. Many of the documents in this exhibit do not contain any indication of who printed them.

A lot can be learned by studying historical documents. The documents 
presented in this exhibit record business transactions of the early Nevada 
economy and present a lot of information about who the pioneers were 
and the roles they played. Business partnerships are documented, as well 
as the number of different businesses some of the early Nevada pioneers 
controlled. The documents themselves are often works of art, as close 
examination under a magnifying glass can reveal beautiful works of 
engraving. The care that went into check printing of this era is certainly a 
lost art. 

It is very sad that more of these documents did not survive. Many 
western towns suffered major losses in fires, and documents were not 
likely to have been saved. On October 18, 1875, the "Great Fire" burned 
nearly three quarters of Virginia City, but it was rebuilt in just over 
eighteen months. More detailed studies of these documents may yield 
very interesting information. With multiple copies of payroll checks, for 
example, by comparing the serial numbers and the dates written, one can 
estimate the number of checks written over a period of time and the 
number of people on the payroll. Collectors of these documents often 
collaborate on this type of research, through, for example the American 
Society of Check Collectors (www.asccinfo.com) or the American Revenue 
Association (www.revenuer.org). 

And the curiosity goes on, ...and so does the detective work, ...and so 
does the collecting, ...and so does the joy and satisfaction!

The State Bank at Camden was incorporated at Camden, New Jersey on June 16, 1812, and did business under that name 
until 1865. Through a series of mergers it is now part of PNC Financial Group. 

If it is the same schooner, the Resolution was fitted out to resemble an 1800 despatch schooner recently and rented out for 
waterside events in the Chesapeake Bay area. However, in 2010 it sank in the South River.

This 1920’s check on the Appleton Bank, Old Appleton, Missouri, was insured. It contains the legend "Insured" running 
across the upper corner, and the stub explains that, "This check is insured (see upper corner). Any alteration invalidates this 
check. If mistake is made write new check." On the check itself it says, "Protected by the William J. Burns Int. Detective 
Agency, Inc. Insured against fraudulent alteration." 

Burns was a colorful figure who ran the Bureau of Investigation, predecessor to the FBI, from 1922 to 1924, when he was 
forced to resign for using BOI agents to harass newspaper editors who printed articles critical of the Bureau. His Detective 
Agency continued in operation while he was in charge of the BOI, and was used to investigate jurors during the trial of 
Sinclair Oil executive Harry F Sinclair in connection with the Teapot Dome scandal. As a result, Burns himself received a 
sentence involving a short time in jail, which was overturned upon appeal. 

After his retirement from the detective business Burns moved to Florida, where he wrote detective fiction until his death in 
April of 1932. 
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RN Inventory - X7g

This issue I'll tackle another inventory that was previously done by Bill Castenholz, the RN-X inverts. Bill did an informal 
one in an appendix to the state listings in the Revised Edition of his Field Guide to Revenue Stamped Paper, Part 1, The 
Western States. It was part of Some Rare X Types, which he began by listing the inverts, of which there were then five known 
users. He also made the prophetic statement, "There can be little doubt that more discoveries will occur." 

Before the book was released from the printer the Sturgis, South Dakota inverts were discovered - 26 copies, in fact. This 
discovery was first announced in The Check Collector Number 39, July - September 1996. Bill wrote a closely-reasonned 
analysis of the inverts in the followng issue, finding that there should have been at least 44 of them produced, but where the 
remaining eighteen might be is unknown, if indeed they still exist. 

Examples of th Sturgis inverts were shown in both issues mentioned, but our illustration production methods have improved 
since 1996, so here one is again.

A few years later a stamp-collecting truck driver was returning home through Virginia on back roads, stopping at small shops 
to see if they had any interesting items for his collection, when he bought three pieces of revenue stamped paper. Looking at 
them later, he discovered that the imprint on one of them was inverted.

In this case, the sheet that produced the inverted imprint remained upside-down through the process of cutting, so the 
printing on the check is shifted to the right. The number of possible inverts would depend on whether this was done before 
or after imprinting, but so far no more have been reported. 
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Last year the Saint Cloud, Minnesota invert came to light. It had been resident in a major collection before that, but had not 
been reported. What else is out there, known to one collector only? 



The Sandusky, Ohio invert had been reported a fair amount of time before, somewhere, but I cannot relocate the reference to 
it. Bill did not include it in his article. 



The Sandusky invert is shown at 70% rather than 80% so it would fit on a page. The imprint is partially on the check stub. 

In the following inventory I am including the number of copies currently known, which is only possible through 
building on the numbers Bill reported in Some RareX Types. In two cases one additional copy has shown up since 
his compilation, in case anyone decides to check my figures.
